There has been another rash 
of crimes on campus. This, hope- 
fully, is not news to anyone, espe- 
cially those of you who live, or spend 
a disproportionate number of hours 
in the darkness on campus. It is un- 
fortunate that women are the subjects 
of assault almost exclusively; that is 
just a sad consequence of evolution. 

The last reported assault took 
place before 8:00 pm. on a relatively 
short pathway that is neither isolated 
nor completely dark. What makes 
this assault stand out in my mind, and 
in the minds of other women on cam- 
pus, is that a deadly weapon was 
involved. The man had a knife. The 
woman got away, probably scared 
and not likely to walk home alone 
again for a while, but she escaped. So 
did her assailant. This is not 
funny any more (not that is ever was). 
Somehow it brings the whole **men ' s 
violence against women" cause closer 
to home. Speaking for myself, a 



female who is not and has never been 
afraid to walk home alone, I don't 
blame a lot of people for being non- 
believers in the whole "White-Rib- 
bon Campaign". But I will be wear- 
ing a white ribbon next week, for 
two reasons. 

First, this years white ribbon 
week (Nov. 28 - Dec. 4) is being 
organized by the school of Engineer- 
ing. The white ribbon, for those of 
you who have filed them behind red 
and black ribbons, stands to support 
the end of men*s violence against 
women. Hats off to this predomi- 
nantly male school for taking the 
campaign out of the hands of women 
who have organized the activities in 
the past. The nature and validity of 
this campaign has returned when men 
as a whole work to raise awareness of 
the crimes of a few. 

Second, in the last month we 
have seen the issue come home. Two 
assaults have been reported, and a

I will leave this unsigned as it will 
create less problems that way. 

It is not the first time that the 
idea of creating one newspaper to 
service the entire University has been 
brought up. To fully explain why there 
are two papers we would have to go 
into great length into the history of 
English-French relations at 
Laurentian. Here is what I, as a stu- 
dent, avid reader, and Editor have to 
say about the situation. 

First of all, Lambda is funded 
by the SGA, through a student levy. 
L'Orginal is also funded through a 



student levy, but through theAEF. As 
you can well imagine, being borne 
from two distinctly different ideolo- 
gies means the newspapers reflected 
two different ideolo gu s I here was a 
time, not so long ago, when relations 
between the two associations was not 
so ducky as it is now. 

The other complication is that 
when V Orignal began publishing in 
1986, Lambda was celebrating its 
25th anniversary. Hence, V Orignal 
was built on the premise that there 
was a need for a second newspaper 
and that Lambda was not fulfilling 
the needs of the students. 

The other thing that should be 
mentioned is that Lambda chose to 
be bilingual It was a choice made by 
the staff to represent both the French 
and English language within our 
pages. It was not something that was 
forced upon us, it was a decision 
based on the desire of the staff to 
expand the horizons of a student press 
that can sometimes be a victim of 
tunnel vision. 

The fact that U Orignal is 
entirely French is the decision of 
their staff. It would not be until both 
papers agree that their is room for 
two ideologies in one publication that 
Lambda andL' Orignal would be able 
to co-exist so intimately. 

I would also like to express 
my personal regret that you did not 
leave a name or phone number on 
your letter. I would ask you to please 
identify yourself by coming into the 
office. The student press needs more 
people who understand the similari- 
ties between students and question 
why anybody is accentuating the dif- 
ferences. If you want to get involved, 
we can find something for you to do!

On November 16th, a young 
lady was assaulted here on 
our Laurentian Campus. On 
October 16th an assault took place in 
our Laurentian Pool. What drives 
people to do such evil and unneces- 
sary acts?

religious perspective this does pro- 
vide an excuse (though be it unac- 
ceptable). Sex crimes by religious 
leaders does not in any way condone 
sexual crimes, but it does indicate 
that morality is not a factor.

Like 
I was told, we should be getting on 
with our lives. 

Violence against women is 
pretty specific though. Do we 
want to address that kind of 
violence onlyl If violence is a symp- 
tom of a larger problem in society, 
what does that say about the treat- 
ment of part of a symptom? What 
about the violence committed against 
children, or against seniors? What 
about the violence that occurs be- 
tween men? What about the violence 
that doesn ' t leave physical evidence? 
Whatever its manifestation, it's ugly. 
The most terrible thing that a human 
has to face, but it's like a disease, you 



only see the physical results of an 
internal breakdown. 

If violence is the effect, what is 
the cause? It may not be what 
you expect; it may be due to 
low self-esteem. There was a study in 
California some years ago, and they 
found that between eighty and ninety 
percent of all violent criminal activ- 
ity could be traced back to a low self 
image. I guess the cure is to love 
yourself. 

I don't want to make it sound 
so simple, however; violence 
is a result of people hating 
themselves so much that they can't 
bear their own rage, and so they turn 
it outwards. Anyone can be a target. 
If you keep telling yourself that no 
one listens to you because you're not 
worth shit, then you use that lie as the 
excuse for your behaviour. You can 
make them listen to you. Perhaps it's 
the silence that drops stone-like after 
you've knocked someone on their 
ass. Maybe it's the pain and fear that 
light in the eyes of someone you 
know when you finish telling them 
what you really think of them — 
what you really think about yourself. 
It's the power such moments bring 
that you use to fill that empty hole in 
your gut. You're really something 
now, aren't you... but what? You are 
a criminal. There is a saying that 
you're only a criminal if you get 
caught, if somebody sees you, but 
violence is a participatory crime; your 
victim "catches" you, and if you're 
lucky, maybe you can even catch 
yourself. Maybe you can stop your- 
self too. You know you can, because 
somewhere inside there is a hurt litde 
person who wants to come out and

I do not want to glorify the 
criminal here, that's not my 
intent. Self-esteem is every- 
body's problem. Just because you 
don't hit anyone, doesn't mean you' re 
excepted from the rule. Victims with 
self-esteem speak out about their ex- 
periences. They go to the police, even 
if it doesn't seem to produce any 
immediate results. They fight to love 
themselves more than anyone can 
falsely blame them, and they fight to 
understand their attacker, even while 
they fight to put that person behind 
bars. Victims love themselves enough 
to survive, and to help others in the 
same situation. They rise above the 
label of "victim" in a triumph of self- 
affirmation; they don't let the experi- 
ence of being abused get in the way of 
their lives. 

No memorials , please. White 
Ribbon Week shouldn't be a 
week devoted to grieving, it 
should be a celebration of survival 
and of triumph. It should be a time to 
reach out to someone in need, and let 
them know that there is a way out. If 
you're not the victim of abuse, it's 
likely that someone you know is. 
Love yourself enough to know that 
you can make a difference in their 
life. If your friend is a victim, it is 
your business. 

White Ribbon Week runs 
from November 27th to 
December 3rd. Instead of 
mourning next week watch or read 
"The Prince of Tides" if you can, it's 
a beautiful story about surviving vio- 
lence and learning to love.

over Co-op Plans

On Wednesday the 17th of last week, in a boardroom on the 1 1th floor of the R. D. Parker 
Building, a meeting was held concerning the need for extra housing here on campus. Present were 
former and present members of the LOCS/EHCL who are part of an organization looking to build 
affordable housing for students who do not make it into normal residences during the school year. 
Heading up this group were Richard Maxwell and Simon Chapelle. with two main objectives; to 
create affordable housing for students and to create a co-operadve which would build and 
administrate these residences. The Student Co-op Housing program which these students represent, 
has carefully laid down the frame work and feasibility studies necessary to begin plans for the 
building of the new complex, they also have a contractor waiting to give them the go ahead. Now 
all they need is, what else, money. And as is the case with any public administration, the University 
doesn't want to loan money to students. Even when it is for the students to use to improve the 
University. 

Just a litde background to help those of you who haven't the slightest idea what Tm talking 
about. Two years ago, a group of students first approached the administration with a proposal to 
build additional housing for the students who could not get accommodations in residence here at 
the university. The committee amended a resolution to follow the progress of the students* plans, 
and had supposedly stated that they would not fund the project beyond land (of course diis was never 
put down in wriung that it was said). Every time some thing was done the administration wanted 
something else. Now they have everything diey need, save money and they are here to see if the 
administradon will recognize their plans. 

Ronald Chrysler was the voice for the Administration as he denounced the Co-op ideas and 
suggested that instead of lending the money to students to do the work, why not just do it 
themselves. However, the students program has one clause in its description of the new residence 
that is not in the Administradon* s, AFFORDABLE HOUSING. 

The Co-op organization's budgeted plans were estimated out to $17,0(X).(X) per bed, (3(X) 
beds) totaling 5 million dollars, for what Simon Chapelle called "a building with rooms more 
conducive to studying, as compared with the more commonly seen concrete slabs which most 
students live in. "The administration's cost came out to be $25.(XX).00 for just 2(X) rooms totaling 
5 million dollars. 

Lionel Rudd, the spokesperson for LUFA and a Building and Planning Committee member 
had asked whether it was more affordable for the University to oversee the work radier than the 
students, and was told that was not the point, even diough the students were going to help construct 
the building and administer it as well, it was the principle of why should we trust the students instead 
of doing it for ourselves. Unfortunately, this idea of the administration not wanting "to stick its neck 
out" was consistent throughout the entire meedng. 

As the coffin was being sealed on the co-operative's hopes. Richard asked that if their 
feasibility study and set plans are not good enough, then maybe the students could participate in the 
planning of the administrations buildings. That would be nice to see, but last time the administration 
included students in on the residences it involved the colour of drapes in U.C., who knows , this Ume 
it could mean carpet.

The Canadian identity is something which has been criticized and condemned, however never truly recognized. 
From a North American perspective we have never distinguished a tangible personality which easily recognizable. 
However, if one looks to the Canadian music scene they can discern a definite character which is unique unto itself. 
To identify this particular element in our national songs is impossible. Vm sure at one time or anodier you've been 
unable to put your finger on what exactly it is that you like, or for that matter dislike about something. This is 
precisely the case with musical Canadians. It seems to be more an intuitive feeling than one of logical analysis. 
Simply speaking the music just has a "feel" all it's own. 

This is exceptionally true with the music of the Pardon Beggars and their recent release, Golly, gee... Shucks. This 
collectively Canadian band, whose line-up seems to have been shuffled more than a few times has been jamming 
since late 1989. In their nearly four years together the band has gone through a slew of full-time, part-time or fill- 
in-beggars. At present the gang includes Shawn Rahbek, Trevor Hutchinson, Jim i G Gelcer, Pete Hudson and Robin 
Wark. With various vocal and instrumental talents the group is able to slide across the diverse musical spectrum, 
enhancing their song's dynamic form as well as its soulful essence. 

There is a vast range of styles throughout the release spanning from groovy little numbers like "Lighten up Francis" 
and 'The Duke Speaks" to the more country stompin' tune, *'Goin' to the Opera". The disc also includes tracks such 
as "Upon Hearing You Disagree" which project more serious overtones within the bands' music. Contributing to 
a number of these songs are a few of the Beggars' friends, the likes of which include Dave Wall, (lead singer of the 
Bourbon Tabernacle Choir), Sarah McElcheran, Gregory Hoskins and Leroy Sibbles, (members of Anyhowtown) 
and Jimmy Amaro, recognized for his efforts in the Toronto jazz scene. 

One would assume that the complexity and the distinctiveness of the various tracks would tax the band's 
capabilities. However, throughout the entire release each song is performed with musical perfection. The varying 
forms never hinder or exceed the abilities of the group. This release combines the best of all of the Pardon Beggars ' 
talents into an exclusive work which for the most part can only add to our Canadian identity.

Castration and Other Surefire Ways to Prevent Baldness

-It was the Greek physician 
Hippocrates who first noted that eunuchs 
never lost their hair. However accurate 
the observation, it remains perhaps the 
only potential cure for hair loss that 
never really caught on. 

Baldness in men is not quite 
as mevitable as death and taxes. About 
one in every five men begins to go 
bald right after puberty and is com- 
pletely bald right after puberty and is 
completely bald by age 30; three out 
of five gradually lose their hair be- 
tween the ages of 30 and 60. And 
even then his hair will literally grow 
thinner each individual hair dimin- 
ishing in diameter about 15% be- 
tween the ages of 50 and 70. 

It's not a new problem either. 
Mexican cave paintings show that 
prehistoric men lost their hair too. 
The earliest recorded baldness rem- 
edy dates back to 4000 B .C, when the 
mother of King Chata of Egypt rec- 
ommended rubbing the balding head 
vigorously with a mixture of ground- 
up dogs paws, dates and asses' 
hooves, cooked in oil. In later centu- 
ries, desperate men massaged their 
scalps with everything from boiled 
snakes and cow urine to the blood of 
murdered babies, to no avail. 

The search for the cause of 
baldness has taken some bizarre turns. 



At various times and in various places, 
baldness has been blamed on using a 
dead persons comb, allowing rain to 
fall on a bare head during the Dog 
Days, and allowing cut hair to be 
thrown out where birds can make 
nests with it. The shape of the skull 
has been blamed on the premise that 
a high-domed configuration tightens 
the skin so much that blood flow to 
the follicles is reduced. A slightly 
different version of this theory came 
from two psychiatrists who specu- 
lated that laughter and broad smiles, 
by tightening the muscles control- 
ling the scalp could constrict the 
bl(X)d supply and make the jolly man 
bald. 

Folk remedies have included 
eating parsnips daily; rubbing the 
scalp with an onion; regular bathing 
with salt water, sage tea, or rum; and 
pomades of buffalo oil, axle grease, 
cow manure, and mud from a river 
that has been dry at least two months. 
Another prescription is to spread milk 
or cream on the bald spot, and let a 
cat lick it off. 

The Greek physician 
Hippocrates tried a number of rem- 
edies, including a poultice of cumin, 
crushed horseradish, beet root, and 
pigeon droppings. More signifi- 
candy, he observed that boys cas- 
trated before puberty to become eu- 
nuchs never grew bald, it was a 



surefire cure, but one that never gained 
much popularity. 

But Hippocrates was on to 
something, a link between male sex 
hormones and baldness that is still 
being unraveled by scientists today. 
Aristotle thought that sexual inter- 
course caused baldness - Rabelais, to 
no ones suprise, thought the opposite 
was true. Fora while, bald men could 
take comfort or even pride in the

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A Look Back: Plumbing and Sanitation in the Good(?) Old Days.

-It wasnt so long ago that 
bathing was considered dangerous. 
And do you dare imagine why most 
bathrooms or privies were supplied 
with a pile of mussel shells? 

St. Francis of Assisi, one of 
history's true lovers of life, taught 
that dirtiness was a sign of holiness. 
St. Jerome was ashamed of his fol- 
lowers because they were too clean. 
St. Catherine of S ienna publicly gave 
up washing for good, and Sl Agnes 
reputedly died without ever having 
washed. They cold have kept them- 
selves clean, they just didn't want to. 

Knowledge of sanitation, in 
fact, has been with us for centuries. 
More than 4000 years ago, residents 
of the island of Crete built a palace 
that included a fresh water supply, a 
complete sewage system, and even 
wooden-seated flushing toilets. Nev- 
ertheless, almost 3,800 years passed 
before the toilet came into widespread 
use. 

Despite painfully slow ad- 
vances, in sanitary practices (and 
sometimes their disappearance alto- 
gether), plumbing has been with us 
throughout written history, in impe- 



rial Rome, for example, elegant com- 
munal baths accommodated as many 
as 3000 people. However bathing 
was not necessarily for getting clean. 
The baths were social gathering 
places, suitable for conversation, re- 
laxation, and who know what else. In 
Rome the sexes remained segregated, 
in die baths of the Ottoman Empire, 
they did not These 
Turkish baths in fact, 
contained small pri- 
vate rooms called 
""bordellos" where, 
it seems, most 
behaviors were per- 
missible. 

Historical 
society simply did 
no know how to deal 
with the problems 
created by them- 
selves. For exam- 
ple, in 1859, Parlia- 
ment in London ac- 
tually had to be sus- 
pended for a short 
time because of the 
unbearable stench. 

Perhaps such fearfulness 
about things related to hygiene or 
bodily functions provides and expla- 
nation for a particularly interesting 



plumbing-related phenomenon. For 
4,000 years the place where one goes 
to do his or her "business" has never 
had a straight-forward name. The 
bath or bathroom, after all, is not just 
for taking a bath, and the "necessary 
room" is a little oblique. The Israelis 
went to the "house of honour"; the 
Egyptians, to the "House of the morn- 




ing"; Romans, to the "necessarium"; 
and Tudors went to the "privy" or the 
"house of Privacy" (or they went to 
the "Jakes" - Jack's place, because 



everyone had to go - now known as 
the "John"). Even sailors, a hardy lot 
with a reputation for direct language, 
go to the "head". 

Another favorite is the "loo". 
The word entered the vocabulary in 
one of several ways. Whenever a 
Frenchman tossed a load from his 
window, he first hollered, ''Guardez 
I'eau"" - watch out for 
the water. It was short- 
ened to I'eau and soon 
became loo. Or, another 
story goes, it derived 
from an abbreviation of a 
common name for the 
necessary room, la 
chambre sent, the smelly 
room. Apparently in or- 
der to avoid being quite 
so crude, the people 
changed the "s" to a "c" - 
la chambre cent, and the 
common name for the 
bathroom became Room 
100. Soon the numeral 
100 became loo and the 
name stuck. 

Of course, before leav- 
ing the necessarium, the user must 
have brief encounter with toilet paper 
- or some culturally appropriate 
equivalent. Toilet paper as we know 



it dates back to 1880 when it was 
introduced by the British Perforated 
Paper Company. Before that time, 
the cleaner of choice in the West was 
a scraper, usually a mussel shell. In 
the world's eastern countries, people 
ate only with Uieir right hand; the left 
hand had another function (and to 
this day it is considered extremely 
gauche, so to speak, to eat with one's 
left hand in the Far East).

• If you don't own skewers, you can 
sew up the chicken with a big needle 
and thread. 

Serving Ideas: 

• Bacon on top of the chicken adds 
flavor and prevents overbrownmg 

• Roast chicken mustht served wiih 
roast potatoes. It's sacrilege not to 
Peel and cut poutoe* mto small piece 
and place in roasting pan for last 
hour of cooking time.

obligatoire de la formation". 
L' Universite mesure cette "capacite 



de bien communiquer par ecrit" par 
le test de competence en redaction, 
qui sert a evaluer le niveau de 
Fetudiant ou de retudiante. 

D'une part, le test etablie si 
retudiant ou retudiante a atteint le 
niveau de competence requis ( cote 
1), et ce, a Tentree ou au cours de ses 
etudes universitaires: d 'autre part, il 
permet de determiner, h. p^tir de la 
cote obtenue ( cotes 2 k 4 ), la marche 
a suivre par retudiant ou I'etudiante 
pour accroitre la maitrise de la langue 
ecrite au cours de ses etudes et 
eventuellement dcpasser un niveau 
fonctionnel.
